morning near Baton Rouge, La., and that fifty 
lives were lost. 

THE TERRIBLE NEWS CONFIRMED. 

10:554.M.—The loss of the steamer J. M. 
White has been confirmed. She burned to the 
water’s edge at II o’clock last night while 
laying at the bank near Bayou Sara, La. 

ABOUT SIXTY LIVES WERE LOST 
consisting largely of women and children. 
Nearly all the crew were saved. Among the 
passengers reported lost is the Superin- 
tendent of the Vidalia Railroad at Natchez, 
who together with his wife and children, per- 
ished in the disaster. The hooks of the boat 
were lost.

Uebelbard was G years old and haa been in 
the employ of Mr. Wiebusch for over thirty 
years. e was a perfectly sane man but was 
afflicted with a strange mania for suicide. 
He endeavored to end his life 
lastsummer by ny from a ferry-boat, 
but was rescued ere he was drowned. Since 
that time he has been more or less addicted to 
drink, but latterly led asober life. He re- 
ported for work early this morning, and read 
the papers in the preas-room in which he was 
employed, chatting pleasantiy with the fire- 
manand watchman. ot sa after the hour 
mentioned above he tookalantern and de- 
scended into the cellar. The freeman and the 
watchman paid no attention to him 
thinking he had gone below to attend to the 
furnace. As he did not return, the watchman 
went after him and found him hanging from 
the cross-beam. He was taken out into the 
yard, pnysicians were called, restoratives ap- 
plied but the man had ceased to breathe and 
nothing was ieft to do but dispose of the 
body. . Wiebusch thinks U ebel ’s mind 
must have been deranged when he killed him- 
self. Uebelhbard has no relatives in the city 
and none in the country excepting a brother 
whose whereabouts are unknown. He was 
unmarried. The body was placed in a coffin 
at the undertaker’s to await the coroner. The 
face was black an hour after death.

PREPARATION OF A YACHT THAT CAN OUT- 
Sall THE THISTLE, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Drsraron. 

New YORK, December l4,—The Scotch yacht 
Thistle, which Mr. James Bell is to bring over 
the Atlantic next summer to have a try at the 
america’s cup, will, in all probability, have 
four new racers to pick a rival from when she 
reaches American waters. Mr. Beli’s eager- 
ness to get his challenge into the hands of the 
New York yachts ahead of his English friends 
and his evident determination to carry home 
the cup, if pluck and money can do it, has 
stirred American yachtemen up to an unusual 
degree of enthusiasm in racing matters. Asa 
result, four men of means have determined to 
puiid yachts to defend the cup. The yacht 
that has been the furthest advanced 
toward definite shape is a sloop, 
aud will de built in. the spring by 
J. k. Maxwell who is an active member of the 
New York, Atlantic and New Haven yacht 
clubs. The model of his yachtisinthe hands 
of Messrs. Mumm, ship- builders of Bay Ridge, 
who, as soon as the final dimensions are de- 
termined upon, will go ahead with the build 
mg. Mr. Maxwell is waiting to hear from the 
sew Thistle before beginning work. If the 
Thistle is to be mot more than seventy or 
eighty feet

be will bulld his yacht with the special pur- 
pose of defending the cup. He will not go 
above seventy-five feet on the water line. The 
limit of dimensions that he has set are as fal- 
jows: Length over all, 187% feet; keel, 75 fact; 
beam, 214% feet; draught, 10% feet; depth of 
hold, 6 feet 8 inches. 

The model, as in the hands of Mumm, shows 
lines of Doth the Mayflower and Atlantic. 
Yachtsmen who have sees the model say that 
the new yacht will have the Atlantic’s fullness 
forward of amidships and the Mayflower’s 
more delicate modeling aft. This, it is 
thought, will give her great natural stability 
and speed at the same time. The stern will 
be set plumb and will run in a curve down to 
the keel, thus tnsuring quickness in stays. 
The draught forward will be unusually light, 
the greatest draught being at the rudder port. 
This arrangement is made with a view of 
having an enormously long boom, and 
& much shorter hoist of sail than 
usual. The dead rise will be ater 
than any yacht here. It will be principally in 
the curve of the garboards, which start from 
the keel amidships at an angle of 2 In 
general appearance the new yacht will de- 
cidediy square. The length of her main-sall, 
— on the boom, will be somewhat out 
of proportion tothe height. To give her a 
show with the tall masted craft in light 
weather she will an extra long topmast 
with an enormous spread of light canvas.

DIGGING FOR BONES. 


The Search for Bodies at the Shapleigh- 
Cantwell Fire. 


Twenty-one men were this morning engaged

The Church, as far as the Arcb- 
bishop’s diocese is concerned, has taken no 
action regarding the order, and so far as he 
knew, no disapproval of the organization had 
had been officially preneunced in the United 
States. The condemnation of the Archbishop 
of Quebec, as he understoed it, was aimed at 
the secret work of the order, amd could be 
appeased by alterations in the ritual. 
To do this, however, would probably 
require an entire change of the 
order’s policy. The Archbishop declined#to 
say anything regarding the recent conferenee 
between Mr. Pewderly and the dignitaries of 
the Church in America, and the report of the 
Archbishops tothe Pope. The Knights of La- 
bor, said he, in conclusion, form a powerful 
organization which must exert their influence 
on the affairs of the country. Mr. Powderly 
says he bas 1,000,000 men enrolled, which con- 
stitute a great power within the republic.

ROCKVILLE, Conn., December 14.—While all 
the relatives ot Doc“ Wilson have been tell- 
ing what they know and guessed to be the ex- 
planation of Philip Moen’s remarkable gener- 
osity, William Wliison, brother of Levi, did 
not open his mouth until last evening, when 
the PosT-DIsPaTCH correspondent called upon 
him.

A ROMANTIC CASE, 


John W. Clarke, a Former Indian Agent, 
Charged with Petit Larceny. 


DETROIT, Mich., December 14.—When Police 
Justice Miner called the case of John W. 
Clarke, charged with petit larceny, yesterday, 
he wasinformed that the complaint in this 
case had been withdrawn and the cause was 
thereupon stricken from the docket. This 
was all that appeared on the record, and few 


of the usual motley crowd present knew any- 
thing of the history of the case or the roman- 
tic and honorable career of the defendant. It 
appears from his friends’ statement that Clarke 
is, and has been for some time past, a klepto- 
maniac. Some days ago he went into a news- 
stand and was caught with papers in his 
pocket which he had not paidfor. The dealer 
would listen to no arguments and Clarke was 
arrested. The prisoner was one ofthe two 
men sent from the United States in 1870 to 
establish in Japan a postal service. At the 
time of his selection for this mission 
he was in the mail 
California and prior to that had 
been Indian agent for the Piute 
tribe in Nevada, during which time he had 
disbursed without suspicion over $100,000. He 
had charge ofthe Interior Postal Servico in 
Japan for six years, during which time st- 
office buildings were erected at Yokoh N 
Osaka, Nagasaki and other principal places 
in that country, and a railway service was es- 
tablished similar to that in the United States 
except there was no distribution 
on the train. On his return to 
this country in 1883, Mr. Clarke was 
appointed by President Arthur Indian agent 
in Arizona, having charge of over 6,000 red 
men of different tribes. He retained this place 
until relieved by President Oleveland and 
then came to Detroit. There was no fault to 
be found in his accounts, although during his 
charge of this agency he had handled ,000 
of Goyernment money. Clarke’s many friends 
here were astonished at his arrest for theft, 
and flocked to his aid. Hespent one night in 
the station-house, but was bailed out the next 
day. Whenthe case was explained to the 
news-dealer he allowed it to drop.
